Extraordinary Ca.ae of 
Rotobery In 


A robbery, accompanied by nome extra- 


ordiuarj' novel features, has just been com- 
mitted, and deserves to bo recorded, as 
showing a clever scheme to avoid capture, 
well carried out, and only failing to' be suc- 
cessful by neglecting a precaution that 
would have struck any one. It appears 
that a family residing at Vauxhall agreed 
to accompany some friends to the theatre 
one evening lately, only leaving the master, 
a Mr. Baker, and the servant girl, Mary 
Newhall, at home. Some time after their 
departure, Mr, Baker weut out, saying ho 
should return soon. 
Ou arriving homo 


about 9 o'clock iu the evening, he could 
get no attention paid lo 1m repeated as- 
saults on the door-knocker, although the 
gas waa alight in several of the rooms, 
which wera apparently occupied. Think- 
ing this strange, bo applied to his neighbor, 
and, with the iatter's assistance, succeeded 
in entering his own houflu by means of an 
open window. 


Once irtaide, a most extraordinary scewo 


presented itself. Iti the passage a poker 
broken in two, with u quantity of blcod and 
human hair adhering to tho thick end, wits 
found upon the floor, and near it some hair 
uid a pail full of what appeared to be 
blood. The whole house was in a most 
disordered state, property being strewn 
about iti every direction. Mr. Baker, whose 
surprise at the tragic appearance of the 
bouse can be imagined, sought for his ser- 
vant, but fruitlessly—she waa not to be 
found, lie then called in a policeman, 
uid tho search waa resumed, with no far- 
ther result than tbe discovery of the girl's 
two bonnets, which proved that she had ei- 
.her been taken or had departed out of Iho 
louse without one. 


All over the house the property was ei- 


ther packed uj>, ready for removal, or nc- 
.ually removed, and the servant's boxes 
were opened arid the clothes thrown about 
the floor like the rest. Two trunks and a 
carpet bag were missing, and it was evi- 
dent that the thief or thieves had taken the 
stolen property out of tho houso by these 
ncans.

SICK laar AT POUT UOYAI,.—(Jen. Shcr- 


man's expedition landed at Port Rcyal on 
Kov. 7. Before the end of a mouth—says 


Tribune correspondent—out of lf>,000 


men, nearly 5,000 had been on tbo sick list. 
Of these, 84 diud in November, and at the 
last advices, more than 600 were yet ueii- 
ou.ily ill. 
The diseases that have thus far 


scourged tho expedition are congestive and 
remittent fevers, acute dysentery, and mal- 
arious pneumonia; all of the most malignnot 
aud dangerous type. The climate is sub- 
iect to great and sudden changes, which 
are peculiarly trying to the sick, who aro 
not under proper shelter. Tbe rapid fall in 
temperature ou the 3d of December was fol- 
mved by instant increase in tho number of 
deaths. On that night, three sick nen, in 


fair way of rc-covery, having no sufficient 


protection from the weather, were literally 
rozen to death—their systems, weakened 
by illness, not being able to resist a degree 
of cold tbat, in good health, would not have 
beeu a source of discomfort;. 


Col. Corcoran writes from Charleston to 


nis friends in New York: 
" I have seen a report put in circulation 


tbat I had been handcuffed while in Rich- 
mond, but I assure you I have not hart that 
honor, although I have been the recipient 
of a good many others.

frozen to death—their systems, weakened 
by illness, not being able to resist a de°-reo 
of cold that, in good health, would not have 
been a source of discomfort.

Secretary Seward to JLSniater Adams, dated 
November 30th, in which he compliments 
the latter for wisely speaking and acting at 
the Lord Mayor's dinner; also states that 
bo told Lord Palmerstou simply tho faist, 
when informing him that the life of the 
insurrection was sustained by the hopes 
of its recognition by England and Franco, 
and if those hopes* ceased, the insurffc- 
tiou would perish in ninety day?. 


He refern iu the samo note to tho fact of 


the arrest of Mason and Slidell by Captain 
Wilkes as a new and unforeseen circum- 
stance, which, is to be met by the two gov- 
ernments, if possible, in a kindly wpirit.— 
Lord Lyons had said nothing on tho •-•ub- 
net, and no explanations were furnished 
Minister Adams, it being deemed prudent 
hat the ground taken by tho British gov- 
ernment should first bo made known h"re, 
nnd discussion be had here, but Secretary 
Seward deemed it proper t') state- 1'nat 
Captain Wilkes acted without instructions, 
and the subject therefore in frco from the 
embarrassments which might have nnsnod, 
f the act bad boon specially directed.

The Ex- 
aminer says that a fleet is now the most 
exigent desideratum with the south,, and 
censures the confederate government, and 
the officers of the confederate navy, for 
their singular turpitude in all matters per- 
taining to ships, during the whole progress 
of the war.

Most of the rebel craft in Missouri, includ- 
ing ferry boats, have been destroyed or 
captured. 
A pretty clean sweep has been 


ma'je of the whole country between the 
Missouri and Osage rivers, and Gen. Price 
cut off from all supplies and recruits from 
North Missouri, and is in full retreat for 
Arkansas, with his whole army, having 
passed through Springfield on Monday last. 
Our loss in accomplishing these important 
results, has not exceeded one hundred kill- 
ed aud wounded.

HEAVY DUTIES ON TEA, COFFEE AND Su 


GAR.—Both houses of congress have pass 
ed the following bill, laying heavy dutie 
upon tea, coffee and sugar : 


" Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of tlie United States o, 
America, in congress assembled, Ttmt fron 
and after the date of the passage of thi 
act, in lieu of the duties heretofore imposes 
by law on articles hereinafter mentioned 
there sha'l be levied, collected, and paid o 
the goods, wares aud merchandise hereii 
enumerated and provided for, imported from 
foreign countries, the following duties ane 
rates of duty, that is to say, 


"First—On all teas, twenty cents per 


pound. 


"' Second—Coffee of all kinds, five cents 


per pound. 


" Third—On all raw auj-ir, commonly 


called Muscovado or brown .- ugar, and on 
sugars not advanced above Xo. 12, Dutch 
standard, by claying, br;rlin0', clarifying, 01 
other process, and on syn.ip of sugar, or 
sugar cane and concentrated molasses or 
oncentrated meiado, two and a half cents 
)er pound ; on sugars after being refined, 
when they are tinctured, colored, or in any 
other way adulterated, aud on sugar oandy, 
eight cents per pound ; on molasses, six 
cents per gallon, provided that all syrups ol 
ugar or sugar cane, concentrated molasses 
ir concentrated meladc, entered under the 
lame of molasses or any other came than 
yrup of sugar or of sugar cane, concentra- 
ed molasses, or concentrated meiado, shall 
ic liable to forfeiture to the United States, 
-nd the same shall be forfeited."

Sice LIST AT PORT ROYAL.—Gen. Sher- 


man's expedition landed at Port Royal on 
Nov. 7. Before the end of a month—says 
a Tribune correspondent—out of 15,000 
men, nearly 5,000 had been on the sick list. 
Of these, 84 died in November, and at the 
last advices, more than 600 were yet seri- 
ously ill. 
The diseases that have thus far 


scourged the expedition are congestive and 
remittent fevers, acute dysentery, and mal- 
arious pneumonia; all of the most malignant 
and dangerous type. The climate is sub- 
ject to great and sudden changes, which 
are peculiarly trying to the sick, who are 
not under proper shelter. The rapid fall in 
temperature on the 3d of December was fol- 
lowed by instant increase in the number of 
deaths.

The announcement of the surrender of

That this surrender will bo regarded by 


a large proportion of onr people as au act 
of humiliation, we cannot doubt: at the 
same time, we would advise moderation 
and calmness, and a cool and dispassionate 
examination of the reasons for the act, in 
view of our surrounding difficulties. 


KENTUCKY ON EMANCIPATION-.—The Ken- 


tacky house has adopted unanimously the 
following modification of n resolution that 
was offered a week ago : 


Resolved, By the Oeneral Assembly of 


the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That all 
statements in the public prints, that Ken- 
tucky contemplates the emancipation of her 
slaves, are without truth. Kentucky is at- 
tached to the institution of slavery, and can 
and will maintain it. 


This is pretty broad ground. 
Xo dis- 


tinction is made between the slaves of rebels 
and loyal citizens. AU are to receive the 
protection of the Union party of Kentucky, 
and as the Kentucky policy rules the gen- 
eral government, Wisconsin freemen in the 
ranks of the army are to be made a guard 
to watch and retain a negro who takes a 
notion to leave his vassalaqre and gain his 
freedom.

rebels for casting cannon, shot and shell. 
Most of the rebel craft in Missouri, includ- 
ing ferry boats, have been destroyed or 
captured.

made of the whole country between the 
Missouri aud Osage rivers, and Gen. Price 
cut off from all supplies and recruits from 
North Missouri, and is in full retreat for 
Arkansas, with his whole army, having 
passed through Springfield on Monday last.

It is re- 
ported that one regiment was left on the 
Oeage as a rear guard, and that several 
small bodies are scattered through the coun- 
ties about Warrensburg, collecting supplies.

of them, but oar horses are so worn and 
weary, by other long forced marches, that 
there is little prospect of capturing these 
rebel bands.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28. 


The official correspondence between cur 


government and Great Britain relative to 
the seizure of the traitors Slidell and Ma- 
son, is received. The first is a letter from 
Secretary Seward to Minister Adams, dated 
November 30th, in which he compliments 
the latter for wisely speaking and acting at 
the Lord Mayors "dinner ; also states tha 
be told Lord Palmerston simply the fact 
when informing him that the life of th 
insurrection was sustained by the hope 
of its recognition by England and France 
and if those hopes ceased, tbe insurroc 
tion would perish in ninety days. 


He refers in the same note to tho fact o 


the arrest of Mason and Slidell by Captai 
Wilkes as a new aud unforeseen circiim 
stance, which is to be met by the two go\ 
ernments, if possible, in a kindly spirit.— 
Lord Lyons had said nothing on the sub 
ject, and no explanations were furnishe 
Minister Adams, it being deemed pruden 
that the ground taken by the British gov 
ernment should first be made known here 
and discussion be had here, but Secretar 
Seward deemed it proper to state tha 
Captain Wilkea acted without instructions 
and tbe subject therefore is free from th 
embarrassments which might have ensuec 
if the act had been specially directed. H 
trusts the British government will consk'.e 
the subject in a friendly temper, and ma 
expect the best disposition on our part. 


The second letter is from Earl Russell t 


Lord Lyons, dated 23d November, wliicl 
details the Trent affair. 
He says:—It ap 


pears that certain persona have been fore 
bly taken from a British vessel, a ship of 
neutral power on a lawful and inttonen 
voyage, an act of violence which was a 
affront to the British flag and a violation o 
international law. Her majesty's(L'overnun;u 
are willing to believe the act was with-ju 
authority and resulted from amisunderslaut 
ing, as the government of the United S:-. 
must be fully aware thai the British !; 
ernment would not allcw such an affront 
the national honor to pa=s without full 
paratiou; and the British ^overnm?n:
